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As the Greeks valued academic achievement, so Su-I 
values academic achievement. As the Greeks excelled 
in athletics, so Su-Hi excel in athletics. Here at Su- 
Hi, the dreams of the students has come true with 
the CIF banner for football and the awesome 
basketball team. In the classes, Su-Hi has 
improved vastly from years past. “It is 
not the winning, but the taking part, 
not the conquering, but the playing 
fair.” 
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Every four years, something exciting happens that provide 
memorable moments always in our minds. The Olympic games, 
Winter and Summer, provides people with enthusiasm towards 
a sport they may never have known existed. It is a time when 
people can be proud of their country. 

The first official recorded Olympic game occurred at Olym¬ 
pia in 776 B.C. The games were held in various cities in Greece 
and at various times, but the most famous was held in Olympia 
to honor Zeus. 

In order to participate in these early games, one must have 
been a male citizen of a Greek city. The only prize for winning 
was an olive leaf wreath placed on the head of the winner. 

For centuries the games continued as a great athletic and 
religious festival. But as Greece began to lose power and pres¬ 
tige, the games lost their importance. The games deteriorated 
and ended in A.D. 394. 

But it was again started in 1896 by Baron Pierre de Couber- 
tin. He revived the games because he saw the modern games as a 
tool to promote international peace. 

As one might know, the 1984 Winter Olympic games were 
held in Sarajevo, Yugoslavia in February. But in this part of the 
U.S., the Summer Olympics is more known because of the 
promotions the advertisers and media have put on. It is the first 
Summer Olympics in the U.S. since 1932, which was also in Los 
Angeles. 

With the Olympics just beyond the horizon, the athletes are 
putting the finishing touches on their training. Most have been 
training for the past 4 years but some have been training for the 
past 8 years because of the U.S. boycott of the Moscow games in 
1980. Winning the gold medal will be an athlete’s dream but as 
the Olympic Creed says: “The most important thing in the 
Olympic games is not to win but to take part, as the most 
important thing in life is not to triumph but to struggle. The 
essential thing is not to have conquered but to have 
fought.”
